It nndertakea to narrate, fairly and 
dhpaaskmately, in concise and popular 
form, the liiatory of the reconstructed 
government in each state, showing how 
Uie Republicans obtained control and 
Low they lost it, the figures and facts as 
to slirinkage of valuea and increase of 
debt and taxation under theae govern- 
ments, and the proaperity of tbe south 
under present auspices. The book speaks 
of Abraham Lincoln's death as an ap- 
palling calamity to the south; argues 
that Andrew Johnson followed struMly 
Lincoln s plan of restoration, and con- 
tends that if Lincoln had Uved he would 
have been able to defend that plan 
against the aasaults of conneaa. 

Each chapter is signed b^ its autiior, 
who thus becomes directly responsible 
for the truth of his statements, and tiie 
claim of the book in ita preface, written 
by Gen. Herbert, its editor, is that in all 
the chaptem the fkota are understated 
rather than overstated. The race quea- 
tion and race troubles are extensively 
discussed: the statement made that there 
is no intention to agitate for the repeal 
of the fifteenth amendment, or the de- 
p>rtatioii of the negro. Educational and 
material statiatica of many kinds are 
given ill support of the contention that 
the negio is pros|)eriiig, and that the 
south is i-olviug for itself the negro ques- 
tion. 

The book is dedicated to tbe business 
men of the north, with a statement that 
they are interested in ooufcinuing (he 
proaperity of the south.

A 
steamer leaves Tuesday for Sunfiower, 
and that planters will desire to remove 
their stock is certain. 

The steamer Osceola arrived this 
evening from the Bends. Her oflRcers 
report tliat ihe overflow is hi ginning to 
empty into the Mississippi thumgh the 
Eagle lake, and nredict a great increase 
in pressure all along the Louisiana front 
from that point southward for the next 
two weeks. The Osceola begins an in- 
spection of the leveea ftam Ualta. La., 
northward to-monow, and will be 
ioiued by President Maxwell, and proba- 
dIv Assistant Engineer Thompson. 

Tltere is tho most unmistakable dis- 
tress along Steel bayou, and it will be 
cruelty to deny it The Evergreen n- 
turns tliere to-morrow and the Rousam, 
with Capt. W. D. Pugh and M. W. 
Smith on board, will follow Tuesday or 
We<ine8day. Thev will bring out all 
people who are sneering or in danger. 
Barges cannot be taken there, and only 
the smallest boats are suitable for relief 
work. Capt. Pugh will relieve the dis- 
treaaed, whether they tiave money or not 
to pay tlieir fare. 

Telegrams from Sharkov, Tallahatchie 
river, renort adecline of eighteen inches. 
Capt. Jonn B. Mattingly, who has just 
returned from Austin t>reak, savs it can- 
not effect the Yacoo and Tallahatchie 
c<)untry, as ita current is too feeble. 
Engineer Stubfaa, of tbe Vicksburg. 
Shreveport and.PacltIo railway, reports 
the prospecta mora cheering, and only 
twenty pointa rise in twen^-four hours 
at the worst places on the line.

For bar 
Thomas built a house on his farm, where 
she lias since lived in harmony with 
wife No. 2. Recently, desiring that her 
children should inherit a share of their 
fiither's estate she hiought suit to ijuiet 
title to the farm, Saturday the suit was 
decided against her. the court holding 
the slave marriage illegal. The oaa* wiU 
go to the supreme court.

The Weather during the week aire<;ted 
crops favorably iu Louisana and Texas, 
where jilanting is progrt.'ssiii); rapidly. 
In the east gulf staU.'s. while I he Weather 
was Kenerally favorable and much pro- 
gress wa.s m;uie in plaiitinx cotton and 
corn. Work was greatly delayeil in tyirth- 
erii and central [Mirtnnis of .Mi.s^sissippi, 
owing toe.xcessix e rains and IhKuls. ( rops 
are much improved in the south .\tlantic 
stat<-s. where good growing w eather pre- 
vailetl, hut early crops need rain. 

The weaUier during the wet'k was 
gem'rally iujurious to crops in New Jer- 
sey and .N'ew York.

Judtre John T. Wilson, whose critical 
illneHs liHH been freqacntly noticed dur- 
ing the past wet'k or two, died last even- 
ing at 8 o'clock at the family residence 
near Mayslick. 

The deceased was aixty-one years of 
age. He was bom near Mayslick and 
spent his lifi> in this, his native county.

The contest was a 
very exciting one and be made a strong 
fight, bat was defeated by Dr. Jamas 
Sbackleford. Some few months ago he 
was favorably mentioned in connection 
with the race for delegate to the ap- 
proaching Constitutional convention. 

Th9 deceased was beloved by his 
friends and neighbors and was esteemed 
wherever known. His last illness dated 
back several weeks, and is thought to 
have resulted from a tumor of the brain. 

The funeral will take place to-morrow 
afternoon at 2 o'clock at the family resi- 
denes.
